John H. Bacon, just returned from 
Europe on the Leviathan, ‘tells me 
that there was a youngster on board 
who looked like a real heavyweight 
in spite of the fact that he comes 
from England, where most of the re- 
cent heavies have been horizontal box- 
ers.

s nearly as I can discover, 
this Taylor is of gypsy anteced- 
ents. Here is his own story: 

“I was born of traveling people, 
living in tents and caravans, and was 
the oldest of 11 children. I used to 
help my father with his trade, which 
was sharpening knives and scissors 
and riveting and mending glass and 
china. My father sent us to school 
in every town or village where we 
pitched our camp, and for this we 
were scorned by our own people. 

GOOD BUSINESS. 

“When I was JY6,” Taylor told Mr. 
Bacon, “I wanted to run fn a race, 
but the entrance fee was 75c, and 
my father was afraid, because that 
was all the money he had. I per- 
suaded him to let me take it and I 
won the race and a prize of $15, which 
certainly was welcome. _ 

“I got into the boxing game 
when one of our horses was killed 
and we had no money to buy an- 
other. I asked a promotor to put 
me on his boxing card and knock- 
ed out my opponents in three 
rounds, for which I got $5. This 
was fine, only our surviving horse 
ran into a stone wall on the way 
home and we didn’t have any 
horse at all. 

“So, later, I fought some more to 
get money and finally won the cham- 
pionship of Cornwall. I usually got 
about $10 for a fight, and it all 
helped. I used to train by running 
ten miles before’ breakfast, and 
shadow boxing or skipping rope aft- 
er supper in the moonlight.

“Once some people in Cornwall 
saw me and reported to the police 
that they had seen a ghost. They 
said no human would act that way.

“Finally I got a job in Ply- 
mouth, and got some fights in off 
time. I won the heavyweight 
championship of the west of Eng- 
land and got a little more mon- 
ey to help my family. But they 
tell me fighters get more money 
over here, so I have come over to 
sec what I can do.” 

Taylor is 6 feet 2 inches tall, 
weighs 182 pounds and is 20 years 
old. A boy who has worked as hard 
as he has deserves to make good. I 
hope he earns enough in the ring to 
buy horses for his whole family.

The growth rings of the ancient 
trees could be counted clearly when 
the deposit was uncovered, engineers 
reported. Even tiny insects which fed 
on the leaves and shoots of the grow- 
ing trees were preserved and the 
leaves themselves were uncovered in 
fair condition. The wood could be 
whittled with an ordinary jack knife. 

The largest tree section unearthed 
in the preliminary excaration last 
summer was 40 feet long with a di- 
ameter of 14 inches. 

The find was described as the only 
known deposit of Jurassic period vege- 
fathion preserved in its original state. 
Geologists regard it as of much great- 
er importance than the petrified trees
